_ In, ‘Introducing the Naval 
Estimates in’ the House of Com-) 
mons, Mr. W. C. Bridgeman (Tirst 
Lord of the Admiralty) said that 
in. regard to the programme 
accepted ‘by the House in July, 
1926, it was merely being con- 
tinued. - That programme was to 
Jast a number of years and he had 
promised the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer at the‘ time to do his 
utmost to effect cconomies which 
would reduce, if. not entirely 
‘obliterate, the extra cost of re- 
placeinent. - That understanding 
had been most faithfully: carried’ 
out and the. success whith had 
attended his efforts had been far 
greater than ho had ever dared to 
‘hope,, In 1925, internal savings 
produced more than was necessary 


to offset the £471,000 required for |. 


new building.. In 1926, the 
estimates were £2,400,000 less than 
$n. 1925. They not only paid for 
new building but saved £2,500,000. 
In addition, as av result of the 
coal stoppage, £3,250,000 which 
was voted had not been spent 
und would go back to the 
Exehequér.

» The League’s Prestige. 


There is a growing volume of 
‘evidence -that the League. of «Na- 
tions ig gaining in usefulness and 
prestige with every meeting that 
is held. The verdict of Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, who has just ar- 
riyéd back in London, that the 
work of the enlarged Council has 
sheen most pleasing will, we think, 
be echoed by all to whom the 
League of Nations is an operative 
ope and guarantee of future 
peace. Germany has not only 
béen participating at the recent 
meeting but her Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Stregsemann, has. been;the 
Chairman of the Council, und he 
has acquiesced'in an agreement] 
aver the vexed problem of the 
policing of: the Saar region a diffi: 
cult post-war problem and one 
which constantly gave rise to fric- 
tion. It has been reported that the 
Nationalist element.in Germany is 
not pleased ‘with the settlement, 
but it was hardly to be expected 
that they would be pleased with 
anything but the ‘return -of--the 
Snar region to.full German con- 
trol. It is from the temporarily. 
ceded Saar coulfields that France 
is , obtaining such-"large coal 
‘supplies. and. until now, the. 
district Jhas ‘been in the ‘oc- 
.cupation of French military. 
It is now agreed that these troops 
will be displaced by French police, 
and it is quite understandabie 
Anal patriotic Germans would like 
to see the territory ‘freed of 
French uniformed men altogether. 
But it is a great step forward for 
the German Forcign Minister, sit- 
ting as the delegate of a member 
‘nation of ‘the League, to have’ 
‘signed a -compromise, and no 
finer example could be quoted of 
the effectiveness of the League in 
bringing about those little ‘com- 
promises between the various na- 
tions ,of. the world which, ‘in the 
nggregate, are ‘going to pave the 
way to-permanent peace. The 
League has developed’ inte an 
effective instrument for ,interna- 
tional goodwill; its various. Com- 
mittees have performed prodigious 
work on special subjects (such ns 
the Narcotics Committee whose in- 
teresting report shag just ‘been 
published), and theré is a growing 
mass of evidence t6 support the 
assertion that the League of ‘Na- 
tiong is an organisation of inestim- 
able benefit. Britain’s liberal 
and hroid-mmndtd foreign policy: 
under Sir Austen Chamberlain hag 
had a greutdeal to do with the 
League’s' most recent successes.

The residue of her estate, after
